U.S. Acts To 
Aid Austria

WASHINGTON, March 24.— 
(U P)—The United States today 
proposed establishment 
of 
a 
special international committee 
to facilitate the emigration of 
political refugees 
from 
Ger­ 
many and Austria. 
Messages proposing this ac­ 
tion were sent to nine govern­ 
ments in Europe and all of the 
American republics by the state 
department last night. 
The department, in 
making 
the announcement that it pro­ 
posed international action to as­ 
sist 
political 
refugees 
from 
Germany and Austria, said it 
had “become so impressed with 
the urgency of the problem of 
political refugees,” that it had 
decided an this unusual step. 
The proposal 
was 
sent 
to 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Denmark, Swe­ 
den, Norway, Switzerland and 
Italy, as well as to all Latin- 
American countries. 
The state department 
said 
that “speedy cooperative effort 
under governmental supervis­ 
ion it necessary is 
widespread 
human suffering ie to be avert­ 
ed.”

H arry F. Byrd, D., Va., sought 
to elim inate from the reorganiza­ 
tion bill a proposal to substitute an 
auditor-general who would make a 
post-audit of governm ent expen­ 
ditures in place 
of the present 
comptroller general. 
D efeat of the Byrd amendment 
w as expected to be followed closely 
by a vote on the question of re- 
commital of the bill. A dm inistra­ 
tion adherents were confident they 
would win this final test and then 
go on prom ptly to pass the b itter­ 
ly-disputed bill. 
Vigorous Fight 
The vote 
followed

fight between adm inistration sena­ 
tors and opposition members over 
the need for retaining congression­ 
al control over governm ent expen­ 
ditures before they are made.

Growers. 
This is the tim e of year 
to w atch your 
begonia . tubers 
carefully. 
As 
soon as 
rn little 
sprout shows, put the tuber down 
in moist peat or leafmold (I sta rt 
mine in flats of peat moss), ju st 
barely covering 
the tuber. 
When 
the little plant has 
top grow th 
three inches high, put in pot or 
outdoor bed. 
Shall I repeat a formula for pot­ 
ting m ixture? 
It should be light 
and porous, and slightly acid. 
I 
use one-half oak leaf mold, one- 
quarter 
sand, 
and 
one-quarter 
pulverized steer manure, w ith a 
little bonemeal. 
Any other m ix­ 
ture approxim ating this w ill do 
well. 
If 
your tubers 
have 
not 
yet 
sprouted I 
think 
it 
would 
be 
well to encourage them by a light 
sprinkling every few days. 
I will 
tell you w hat I did w ith mine. 
The tubers seemed to be getting 
very dry and I was afraid they 
might sta rt to shrivel, so I pre­ 
pared flats of m oist peat, set the 
tubers lightly on the surface, and 
sprinkled them. 
They are doing 
beautifully, so I feel It w as 
a 
wise move. 
Now as they sprout. 
I have simply to nest them a lit­ 
tle deeper in the peat. 
How to Storo 
Instructions from the growers of 
tuberous begonias are to keep the 
tubers dry all winter. 
T his d ry ­ 
ness, I believe, is relative. 
Mine, 
for 
instance, while kept 
dry in 
the 
sense th a t 
I 
carry them 
through tho w inter in bare flats 
in the old garage I use for g a r­ 
den 
storage, have plenty 
of air 
as the door Is open all day, and 
have the moisture from our beach 
atmosphere. 
This is a quite d if­ 
ferent dryness from th a t endured 
by tubers stored in a paper bag 
off in a dry, close corner, in an 
inland town. 
In which case they 
are sometimes reduced to powder. 
I have had tubers which were 
left 
in their pots or baskets 
all 
winter, exposed to all the rains 
th at fell, keep Arm and sound, 
and much more alive than those 
stored dry. 
I really believe th a t the direc­ 
tions given me for my flrat Suth- 
eriandii begonias, which ar« sem i- 
tuberous, would be m ost success­ 
ful with the ordinary tuberous be- 
bonla—th at Is, leave In the pots, 
lay pots on their sides under the 
benches 
(or 
in 
some 
sheltered 
spot), and once in every two weeks 
or eo lightly sprinkle the pots, not 
on the soil, but on the sides of 
the pots. 
This would keep the 
tubers in about a 50 per cent dry­ 
ness. 
Two evils lay in walt tor 
the begonia tuber during it* dor­ 
m ant state. 
It may shrivel from 
dryness, or it may rot from over 
moisture-

Care of Faros 
FERNS. 
Unless you 
male# 
A 
practice of carefully removing the 
old fronds from time to time, your 
maidenhair ferns 
probably 
pre­ 
sent a rather dejected aspect of 
browning foliage. 
Carefully 
cut 
out all these old fronds. 
In some 
species this will mean a complete 
shearing of the plant. 
Knock the 
plant out of the pot and carefuly 
examine the drainage. 
Replace in 
clean pot, a size larger lf necea 


sary. 
Remove a little of the top 
aoli and replace with leafmold. 
At this time of spring fresh en ­ 
ing I give my maidenhair ferns 
a tonic of bloodmeai. 
Make two 
little holes against the edge of 
the pot on opposite sides, put in 
some bloodmeai and cover with 
soil. 
I use about a half teaspoon­ 
ful to a four-inch pot. 
Frequent 
waterings with manure water are 
also good for the fern during its 
growing season.

And ferns in the garden 
should have old frond* removed 
and a top dressing of leafmold.

dure being crowded, or planting 
against a wall or fence or any 
situation where there is not a free 
circulation of air. 
Lovers of this fine flower should 
take heart and try some of these 
new strains.

The aggregate inventory values 
of cattle, sheep, hogs, and work 
stock in California as of January 
I, 1938, was estimated by the sere 
ice at $159,653,000, a decrease of 
about three per cent since a year 
earlier. However, the correspond­ 
ing farm values in 1933 and 1934 
were only about half of the pres­ 
ent farm values, Scott said.

MEXICO CITY, March 24.—(UP) 
President Lazaro Cardenas, con­ 
fronted by diplomatic and independ­ 
ent protests against expropriation 
of foreign oil properties inaugurat­ 
ed today a program designed to re­ 
establish Mexico * credit abroad. 
He promised that Mexico would 
"honor its obligations abroad” and 
would mave "to begin immediately 
indemnification’* to 
17 American 
and other foreign oil companies 
whose $400,000,000 properties were 
expropriated by the government. 
At the same time, however, Car­ 
denas pushed governmental reor­ 
ganization of the companies by ap­ 
pointing Vicente Cortes Herrera, 
undersecretary for communication, 
as head of the new oil adm inistra­ 
tion council. Herrer 
is well known 
in Texas where he supervised the 
construction of the Laredo-Mexico 
City super-highway. 
The president appealed for sup­ 
port after warning that some for­ 
mula to meet Mexico's foreign ob­ 
ligations had to be found. 
In this 
connection one of the banners in 
yesterday’s parade in his honor 
suggested that his term was not 
lcng enough to carry out his "Mex- 
icanization” 
program. 
Cardenas’ 
term expire* in 1940. 
Another significant feature of th* 
mass demonstration 
her* waa 
marked anti-American feeling. 
"It will be necessary to make 
some sacrifice*,’’ Cardenas told the 
nation, "as without them It will be 
impossible to obtain the Independ­ 
ence which our people demand. We 
are not going to obtain it forcibly 
nor are we going to refuse to pay 
for the properties expropriated. We 
are on a legal and moral plane to 
make our nation great and re­ 
spected. We must recognise our 
commitments and obligations and 
reply with high-minded acts to the 
campaign which the press of sev­ 
eral countries is conducting against 
Mexico.” 
Defending his expropriation de­ 
cree. the president said it was nec­ 
essary because of the "rebellious 
attitude” of the foreign companies 
which 
refused 
to 
pay 
workers 
wage increases 
ordered by th* 
Mexican supreme court.

Stop signals are ne­ 
cessary, but what about the Go? 
It you say Stop, and forget to say 
Go there is a space where nothing 
is doing, and in that space the 
devil lives.

Stop better be ready to say Go, 
and say where and how. 
Children who drum on the tables 
and pans; who turn on faucets

something definite to do. 
They 
have nothing in mind. W hat they 
are doing is not holding much of 
their thought, if any. 
When you

Say Go rather than Stop, for chil­ 
dren are active, never still.

young

about.

differed with the President. His two fellow 
directors sided with the President so they 
were not dismissed, although they brought 
charges against Morgan. 
Arthur Morgan’s integrity cannot be ques­ 
tioned. 
He saw’ something wrong in the 
TVA and being the man he is he brought it 
into the open. 
He did only what any em­ 
ploye of any corporation w’ould be expected 
to do. 
The President then closeted himself with 
Morgan and the other two directors and 
openly threatened the chairman with dis­ 
missal if he didn’t bow’ to the President’s 
beckoning. Morgan refused to do that bid­ 
ding. so out he goes. The President, acting 
like Hitler or Mussolini, arch-dictators of 
Europe, must have bee# taken aback. 
Under the law on which Morgan w'as ap­ 
pointed he cannot be dismissed except for 
cause. His term is for nine years. Has the 
President proved malfeisance in office? Has 
he given Morgan a fair trial? He has not. 
He goes back 150 years to dig up an obsolete 
law for his authority to oust a trusted 
servant. 
There is only one course left for Congress. 
That is to hold a fair and impartial investiga­ 
tion of the TVA. This committee should be 
comprised of men who think above party 
lines, men who will see that justice is done. 
Arthur Morgan may have done wrong. 
He may not be right. But he’s still entitled 
to a fair trial. His reputation is not clouded. 
He must have been the kind of man wanted 
for such a high post or he would not have 
been appointed by the President. 
Arthur Morgan has not fallen in the esti­ 
mation of the people. In truth he occupies 
the role of martyr while the President re­ 
minds one of a little boy who is peeved be­ 
cause someone took his stick of candy away 
from him.

Never in the history of the nation has it 
been so necessary for the people to express 
their right of franchise by going to the polls 
and voting.

“ UN FAIR TO L A B O R ” 
T he sta te m en t th a t an e n te rp rise r is u n fa ir tai 
labor is one th a t ie frequently used b u t seldom, lf 
ever, used correctly. 
To our m ind, th ere Is only one w ay w hereby tho 
em ployer, or capital, can be u n fa ir to labor a s a 
whole. 
T he w ay th is statem en t is usually used is 
not u n fair to labor a t all. 
The only w ay we can th in k of or have ever h eard 
of for an en terp riser to be inten tio n ally u n fair to 
labor Is for th e em ployer to tak e too m uch of tho 
production o u t of business; th a t is, to use too m uch 
of the p rofits for the personal pleasure of the ow ner 
of capital, o r the entrepreneur. 
If th e em ployer reinvests th is profit, it adds to 
the productive equipm ent of the co u n try and conse­ 
quently increases the dem and fo r labor and low ers 
the cost of all articles produced and, in th is m anner, 
raises the real w ages of all consum ers. 
Thus, hiring 
people a t w h a t m any m ay reg ard as too low w ages 
does not low er w ages b ut raises w ages in the long 
run. 
W h at is usually m eant by being "u n fair to labor” 
is th a t those who are em ployed are not being given 
a monopoly, or a special privilege, or w ages m ore 
th an they could get w orking som e place else or m ore 
th an thousands of other people are w illing to do th e 
Identical w ork for. 
In reality, th is is not u n fair 
to labor a t all, unless It be to those prevented from 
tak in g th e jobs a t b etter w ages th an they have 
heretofore had. 
So, the next tim e you h ear som eone talking ab o u t 
an em ployer being "u n fair to labor," really analyze 
the situ atio n and see w hether th e m an, In the long 
run, by attem p tin g to create additional w ealth, is 
being u n fair to labor. 
In v ariab ly you will find 
th a t he is not. 


A MOST IN C O N SISTEN T BOOK 
W e have Ju st read p a rts of a book called "A m eri­ 
ca's Purpose," w ritten by A lfred J. Snyder. 
It Is 
the first tim e we ever have received a proposition 
th a t the publisher would send u s a book free if the 
editor would agree to review It. 
T he title of the book w as so enticing th a t we 
thoughtlessly got ourselves into a tra p and agreed 
to review it lf they would send it. 
"While th e book has som e v ery enticing q u o ta­ 
tions, its w hole philosophy is based on the a s­ 
sum ption th a t m an w as created equal. 
H e m akes such statem en ts a s "W hen m an Is con­ 
sidered in th e in fan t state, before th e inequalities 
of hum an in stitu tio n s have added th e ir advantages 
and im posed th e ir handicaps, biological differences 
are 
insignificant." 
A ny m an who believes th a t th ere Is practically 
no difference in hum an beings a t b irth, m ight ju st 
as well believe th a t a baby m onkey and a hum an 
baby are p ractically th e sam e. 
T he book th ro u g h ­ 
out contends th a t it is the d u ty of society to see 
th a t everybody receives an equal a m o u n t of com forts 
of life, w h eth er they produce th em o r not; th a t th e 
individual is not responsible to find his own comJ 
forts. 


If the C om m unists are not financing this book, 
we can th in k of no book th a t would be b e tte r 
for them to finance w ith an a tte m p t to indoctrinate 
Com m unism into A m erica th an th is book, w ith th e 
possible exception of K arl M arx’s w ritings. Done 
up, a s It is, in red, w hite and blue covering, w ith an 
enticing nam e and an enticing Introduction, it Is 
filled w’ith inconsistencies th ro u g h o u t and as fa r 
from being the A m erican W ay as nig h t Is from 
day.

People In the U nited S tates have little faith th a t 
the election to be held In A u stria w ill be anything 
b u t a m atter of form . 
W e have becom e so accustom ed to the secret ballot 
in th e U nited S ta te s th a t we believe w hen it is 
not used, an y election is only a farce. 
W e seem to have forgotten th a t th e U nited S tates 
did not alw ays have th e secret ballot. 
W e take It for 
g ran ted th a t o u r C onstitution w as established by 
m ajority rule. 
A t th e tim e th e C onstitution w as 
adopted, th ere w as a lim itation as to who d are 
vote; In m any places educational qualifications, and 
m ost every place, property rig h ts w ere lim itations. 
And a t th a t tim e, there w as no sec re t ballot and it Is 
reasonable to presum e m en voted, if th ey voted a t 
all, th e w ay th ey w ere told to vote so th a t when th* 
sta te legislatures w ere elected It did n o t necessarily 
rep resen t th e w ill of those who voted. 
The point we are attem p tin g to m ake is th a t w hen 
we are so su re th a t m ajority ru le is practical and 
successful, it m ust be rem em bered th a t th is country 
w as very successful when the Im p o rtan t inalienable 
rights of m an could n ot be decided by m ajority rule. 
And ju s t as we have one by one perm itted these 
inalienable rig h ts to be decided by m ajority rule, 
have we slackened our progress, if n ot reversed IL 
W hen on e-fifth of our w orking people are out of 
w ork for eig h t years, one can n o t help w ondering 
w hether it is resu lt of a coincidence th a t the in ­ 
alienable rig h ts of m an have been left to the decision 
of the voting m ajority. 
"When we give people rig h ts w ith o u t duties, pow er 
w ithout responsibility, we are v iolating a funda­ 
m ental law of nature,

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G O V E R N M E N T O W N ERSH IP A N D F R E E PR ESS 
W hen those advocates of the governm ent owning 
and controlling production are confronted with the 
fact that lf their w ishes could prevail then there 
could be no freedom of press; no Individual then 
would own a printing press or paper or could ex­ 
press his opinion In print without the consent of th* 
government, they have no answer. 
This, of course, 
would be true because if the governm ent owned th* 
paper and the press and the ink and controlled the 
workers, no individual could print any little folder, 
or newspaper or m agazine or book or poem or any 
thoughts that he m ight have, w ithout the consent 
of the governm ent 
But inconsistencies of the man who advocates the 
government owning and controlling everything little 
disturbs him because he has not thought things 
through. 
That Is the reason and only reason he is 
for governm ent ownership.
